- libraty. Young Handel had studied at Ber- 
‘lin before -he. eime. to Hamburg, where he 

* was appointed directér of the: apera, to the 
great irritation of another mpyician named 
Mattheson, who had long suught the post. 
Mattheson might be forgotten now but for 
the fact that he: fought a’ reiiarkable duel 
with his vival. “In those dave diiéls were fre- 
qqnent, and thoy hud a way of terminating ip 
the most unexpected manner.’ Handel bad 

a roll of music-inside hia cout when he took 

_» his atard on tht ground. His enomy made 
“na very palpable hit,” and we should have 
hod no Acig and’ Galatea”: but that the 
sword broke on the music and ended the

With the latter young Handel contracted a 
great friendship, ‘and his .influenes may still 
vbe traced_in his works, But neither Venice, 
nor, Rome, nor Naples, te which he aftir- 
wards went, satisfied him, Italy wits the 
“lund of postry, painting, and music, but he 
~~ longed for, the home-surroundings ‘of his 
own northern country.” The’ year 1710 fourid 
him back in Germany, his. residence taken 
up.in the @ull-but stately. capital of Hanover, 
‘with ita Hlectér as patron, ond 1,500 
—<-erowns 48 lis salary. For both patron and 
, Kappel Meister a great future was near at 
hand, and we next hear of Handel settled in 
London and: favoured with the support of 
the Queen of England, From time to time 
he would visit Germany, but. these visits were 
fugitive. and: desultory.” “E was” his 
home, and all the ‘musie of his—which lives 
aiid belongs to the world written amidst 
surrgandings that are familiar to the crowds 
of his present worshippers. .

Tho genealogical tree of the Adnms of 
Blair-Adun goes'e9 fur: back that, tracing 


branches, tho student is inclined to the belief 
“| that the founder of the family.must have « 


joyed the personal intimacy of Ure. Timi- 
ting the inquiry. to the .possession of Blair- 
Adain, the stroller through the far-reaching 
grounds will come upon a piece “of evidence 
of comparatively minor antiquity, which ear- 
trios back the family-eonucetion only to the 
verge of two centuries, It ia a plain stone 
vregted in the garden, and bears the follow-

| died. 1748, began in- 1733, with \a spirit and 


enterprise and witha forecast greatly in ad- | 
vance of that age, to improve aud plant this 
domain, then'a wild and unsbeltered moor. 
—Joln Adam, the son of Wilhun, born 1721, 
dicd, 1792, with distinguished taste extended 
the improvements and enlarged the woods. 
In 1755 he began, and in 176Lhe completad, 
this garden, which bas been preserved —svith- 
.out chango of designor alteration of effect

This stone was.placed here in 1833 by 
William, the son of John, grandfather of the 
present owner. When the William Adam, 
born in the -year of the Great Revolution, 
first, undertook the task of planting and im- 
ptoving tha estate, there was but a-singlé 
treo upon it, whiel still stands ‘to this day 
the centre of one of the finest wooded estatoe 


“Lin Scotland. At three feet and a .balf from 


the ground the old ash is seven’ feet in cir- 
cumference,,- Nearly opposite, is fa Spanish 
chestnut, at'least one hundred and fifty years 
old, which measures eight feet cight inches 
in girth. | William Adam, as the stone boars 
testimony, commenced the improvements in 
1733 ; and ever since the poliey bégucathed 
by him to his successors has been boldly and 
intelligently c out, and, like bis-father, 
“his grandfathoygahis great-grandfather, and: 
he who went bétore, the present owner has 
at odd times, but with. well-ordered plan, 
added to the plantations. The house’ itself. 
is cot the least remarkable feature on the 
estate: Built upon ‘the plan of*tha mause : 
familiar to all Scotchmen, it was osten- 
sibly a temporary affair, nud it shelters | 
to this day wn elabérate placo for a grand 
house to be huilt some yards off at the 
heal of the Broad Avenue. Any one can 
build a big house, but it is not given to 
revery ove to possess a home of the delightful 
oddness of Blair-Adam. Tt has been patched 
and .enlarged= through a period extending 
over a hundred. years,’ When John Adam 
-atood for Kinrossin 1767 he found thd modest 
tanse not big enough for his judicious hos- 
pitality, Accordingly he built a large. bar- 
rack-room, in which, after the fashion of 
those days, gentlomen™ staying at the house 
were lodgod for thenight. Eight years later 
he-built a dining-room,.now used as a'library. 
The next addition was a’ room to serve the 
purposes fulfilled iu- more Southern localities 
by a drawing-room. A little latar, desiring 
totnke in a brood of grandchildren, he spread 
the wing known us the Payilion. Successive 
generations haveimitated this wania for build- 
ing, and the house as it: stendsto-day is a rem: 
bling’ stracture under a mighty roof abound- 
ing in snuggeries at unexpected corners. 
In the early years of the century’ Blair- 
Adaui ‘yas the scene of some jovial: parties, 
; Foremost among the gitests being Sir Wiltor 
| Seott,. From 1817 to 1831 Sir Walter never 
| missed attenduneo upon the gatherings of 
‘the Blair- Adam’ Antiquarian Club,’ which 
consisted .of nine anembérs. Blair-Adam, 
stands at the feet of ‘the Cleich Is," just 
midway between “Perth. and Sdiuburgh, 
‘twenty-ona miles either way by the old conch. 
rand. Aloghg this highway, on Fridays in 
anmmers long past, came Sir Walter Scott, 


and some others, arriving in time to dine, 
- and remaining till Tuesday thorning.: Before 
Sir Walter Scott left home in search of bettér 
i health abroad, he sent to the present owner’a
